Perfume pagoda festival 

Spring is the beginning of a new year with many new wishes and aspirations. And on the occasion of 
New Year spring, Vietnamese people have traditions to go to temple and get calligraphy. This custom 
has become a cultural beauty of spiritual life in each Vietnamese's life. 

Among the innumerable spring festivals in the North, many people still choose to visit Perfume 
Pagoda, both to enjoy the poetic and pure mountain scenery and to immerse themselves in 
Vietnamese spiritual culture. 

Every year, around January to March lunar month, when plum flowers bloom in Huong Son forest, 
millions of Buddhists and visitors from everywhere go to Perfume Pagoda festival to offer a prayer, or 
release their souls to blend with nature. 



The creativity has been laid out for this gentle mountain and river scenery and people have made it 
sparkling, lively and colorful. It has created a culture of the nation, which is the cultural belief of 
Buddhism. Perhaps for centuries, culture has boldly embedded in minds of every Vietnamese person 
that when we go to Perfume Pagoda, we are with the desire to light an incense, to fulfill our wish. 
Facing such scenery, the Kings and many Confusianists could not help but admire it. In 1770, Lord Trinh 
Sam made an inscription on the door of Huong Tich " Nam Thien De Nhat Dong" ("The most beautiful 
cave in Nam"). There were other poets came here such as: Chu Manh Trinh, Cao Ba Quat, Xuan Dieu. 
Che Lan Vien, Ho Xuan Huong ... 

That is the reason why for 
centuries, the line of people continues to go to Perfume Pagoda each spring: 

" Khong di thi nha thi thwang 

Ra di men canh Chua Hircyng khong ve "
